NORTH-WEST GOVERN MENT. 

Mr. Davin's bill to establish responsible 
governnent in the North-West Territories 
includes only the districts of Assiniboia, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, and provides that 
the British North America act shall apply to 
the proposed province ‘‘as if the said pro- 
vince had been one of the provinces 
originally united under the said act.” 
There is to be a lieutenant-governor and an 
executive council of five such persons as 
‘the lieutenant-governor from time to time 
thinks fit.” The legislative ussembly is to 
consist at first of 25 memberselectcd for four 
years by districts set apart in the first in- 
stance by the licutenant-governor. A session 
of the legislature is to be held once in every 
year. Mr. Davin deserves every credit for 
having introduced this important and neces- 
gary measure in such sweeping form 80 early 
in the session. It was the second bill intro- 
duced, which secures for it at least full op- 
portunity for thorough discussion, but the 
probabilities of its passing this session are 
very slight. Nom.ember of the cabinet has 
expressed himself in favor of the principle, 
it has never been advocated by either party 
or discussed in the house, and the minister 
of interior, whose peculiar charge the North- 
West is, has expressed himself distinctly as 
averse to the introduction of responsible gov- 
ernmentin the North-West. He would de- 
vise some better method. If he has attempt- 
ed to do so he has not yet succeeded. The 
main advantages to the Territories to be at- 
tained by the proposed measure would be, 
1st, An increase in the amnount appropriated 
for the expenses of government in the North- 
West to a sum proportionate to that allowed 
the provinces ; and 2nd, The control of that 
money, as well as of the other business pro- 
perly coming before a provincial legislature, 
absolutely by the representetives of the peo- 
ple. While a province organized as pro- 
posed in the bill mentioned would have the 
right to the control of the public lands with- 
in its limits and the right to charter railways 
to its boundary it is not probable under pre- 
sent circumstances that these rights will be 
ecnceded whatever others may be, and the 
matter may as well be discussed aside from 
them. The reasons given why the bill should 
be passed in the interests of the North-West 
are the very reasons why it will be prevented 
from passing. As long as matters remain as 
they are the federal treasury saves the dif- 
ference between the presentappropriation for 
expenses of government in the North-West, 
and the amount that would have to be paid 
as a subsidy were the Territories placed up- 
on the footing of a prevince. Besides, at 
present whether the suin granted is large or 
small, being under the control of the depart- 
ment of the interior a large or small amount 
of it only may be expended as federal politi- 
cal or other exigencies require, without re- 
gard to the wants or wishes of the North- 
West. Whereasif there was a defluite set- 
tlement with a provincial legislature, the 
sums agreed upon would have to be actually 
paid, and the people through their local gov- 
ernment would actually get the benefit, in- 
stead of as at present receiving the benefit 
ofasmall proportion of a large vote, the 
balanee either going back into the federal 
treasury or being expended for federal pur- 
poses, But the avoidance of increased ex- 
penditure upon the Territories and the reten- 
tien of control over the expenditure inadeis 
not more important then the keeping under 
contol of the voice of the local legislature, no 
matter by what naine it may be called. By 
keeping down the number of elected mem- 
bers and by having practically eight votes in 
the present council under absolute control— 
and those eight votes having extra weight by 
reason of the high official position of those 
who cast them, as they are told-—the federal 
government can prevent any free expression 
of publie opinion dn the seuncil regarding

them. 


--——--—=- PED DO -— | 
Tue federal expenditure on public build- 
ings in the North-West for the vear ending 
June 80th ’86 amounted to $95.000. For the 
information of the curious it may be men- 
tioned that of thia amount $77,000 went to 
the improven.ent of Mr. Dewdney’s real es- | 
tate in the shape of public buildings at Re- 
gina. While it ia most, unfair to the North- | 
West that such a large proportion of the ex- 
penditure with which it,is charged should be 
made in one locality rather for the benefit of | 
private and public property holders than in 
the general interest, now that the expendi- 
ture is made itis scarcely worth while dis- 
cussing that feature of the case. There isa 
feature, however, that should be shown up 
in its true light. Asis well known, the site | 
of Reyina is not conducive to the health of | 
its inhabitants. It is utterly flat, with heavy | 
clay soil and absolutely no good water. | 
Whether the buildings occupied by the offi- 
cial class arein a healthy location or not is 
not a matter of supreme concern. If they do | 
not like the situation they can leave it, and | 
give some other hungry one achance. There 
are, however, unfortunates whoare the natu. | 
ral charge of the community, whom circum. | 
stances compel it to support and keep in | 
confinement. In locating the necessary t 
buildings for the accommodation of these 
persons it is universally admitted to be the | 
duty of the government to make the health- | 
fulness of the locality ite first care. Over | 
$31,000 has been expended upon a jail and | 
| 
| 


lunatic asylum in Regina during the year 
mentioned. That suci institutions should 
be located on such an unhealthy site for pure- 
ly speculative reasons is a grave scandal, and 
is a good specimen of the style in which North. 
West affairs are administered.
